The Cushing gelding was always the favorite at 
even money and less, but those that saw Satur- 
day’s race thought Redskin should win, despite 
the difference in weight, and he was backed 
down a point from 7 to 5. The latter got away 
in front but Soden took him back on the first 
turn and he trailed the others down the back 
stretch. On the far turn Soden tried to get the 
old horse to the front but he did not want to 
run and reefed his ears in the same old sulky 
way, after a few cuts with the whip Redskin 
started after Pinkey Potter and above the eighth 
pole seemed to be winning. But when Pete Clay 
called on Pinkey Potter he responded gamely 
and beat Redskin home some three parts of a 
length. 

The only sharply close finish of the day came 
out of the first race, a five furlong cheap selling 
race. The Merchant was a 9 to 5 favorite but he 
never cut a figure, Charley Daly winning by a 
short head from Character. 

The two year old race was nothing but a gal- 
lop for Squan, and Simmons, after a mild drive 
on the turn, disposed of Outgo without much 
trouble. Nairete was nearly backed off the 
boards in the Squan race, but he was interfered 
with shortly after the start and whatever chance 
he had was spoiled. 

Philomena, nowhere near herself, went to the 
post lame in the last race, but she outclassed 
her field and won with something to spare.

Belle, Remedy and others will be in today.
